Officially it was a Circuit 
Court hearing on a motion seek- 
ing disclosure of prosecution 
evidence in perjury charges 
against William R. Covelli, 47, 
7327 36th Ave., a case resulting 
from Kenosha’s John Doe in- 
quiry. 

Actually, the hearing in Judge 
M. Eugene Baker’s court turned 
out to be an attempt by Covel- 
lis attorney, Dominic Frinzi, 
Milwaukee, to get an FBI agent 
- and a former federal officer to 
testity about electronic “bug- 
ging’ of his law offices. ovel- 
' who reportedly was ill, didn’t 
¢ ^n appear in court. 

Neither prospective witness 
would testify concerning a mi- 
crophone planted by the FBI in 
Frinzi’s office in Milwaukee 
and used to intercept messages 
between April and October, 
1963. However, special prosecu- 
tor for the state attorney gen- 
eral’s office, Francis R. Croak, 
Milwaukee, stipulated to Frinzi 
and the court that the FBI had 
conducted electronic eavesdrop- 
ting of the lawyer’s offices. 

However, the prosecution sub- 
mitted affidavits to the court 
stating that nothing affecting 
this case was based on the re- 
sults of the electronic eaves- 
dropping. 

Cisims Executive Privilege 


Frinzi’s motion was for the 
prosecution to “show and dis- 
close evidence,” against Covel- 


li in the perjury case, obtained 
by “bugging.” 

After unsuccessful attempts 
to get Milwaukee FBI agent Jo- 
seph E. O'Connell, and Peoria 
Magistrate John A. Holtzman, 
a former federal agent, to test- 
ify about the “bugging,” Frinzi 
indicated to the court that he 
had no more witnesses to be 
heard. Judge Baker then dis- 
missed the motion. 

When Frinzi called O'Connell 
to the stand, an assistant U. $. 
attorney, Thomas Jones, Mil- 
waukee, informed the court that 
he appeared on O’Connell’s be- 
half and explained that the 
agent refused to testify, claim- 
ing “executive privilege." 


. Jones told Judge Baker that 


executive privilege, provided by 


federal law, prohibits justice .

Jones said that permission .to 
testify in the Covelli case would 
not be granted. 


Refused To Testify 


Judge Baker allowed Frinzi 
to file briefs arguing that 
O'Connell should testify. The 
judge indicated that the motion 
could be reopened should he 
later decide, on the basis of 
these arguments, that the FBI 
agent cannot claim executive 
privilege in this case.
